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DID NOT ORGANIZE. 
The Roofing Felt Makers Failed to 
Form a Permanent Organization. 


At the Meeting Held Last Friday, at Pittsburg, Pa., It Was 
Found Inexpedient Owing to the Small Attendance to Try 
To Get the Manufacturers Into an Association. 


Another meeting of the roofing felt manufacturers was held 
Wednesday, June 27, at the Fort Pitt Hotel, Pittsburg. As a 
permanent organization was to have been formed at this meeting 
it was looked forward to with particular interest by the trade 
and especially by the stock dealers. It was expected that all 
the mills that were represented at the previous meeting in 
New York would also be represented at the Pittsburg meeting. 

When the meeting was called to order, however, it was found 
that a number of the mills were not represented. All those 
mills that were not represented are said to be all independent 
mills. The committee of roofing felt men, with Mr. Forman of 
the Barrett Manufacturing Company, as chairman, submitted a 
report of their meeting with the stock dealers’ committee, with 
the changes in the rules and penalties of the proposed classi- 
fication of rags which the stock men suggested. After several 
hours’ discussion of the proposed change in ‘he rules and penal- 
ties by the different representatives present it was decided not to 
put it to a vote at this meeting, but to put it aside for further 
discussion at a later date 

The next question of importance to be taken up was the one 
on the forming of a permanent organization. It was quite 
evident from the time the meeting was called to order that no 
permanent organization would be formed, as there was so few 
mills represented. This question was passed over by the chair- 
man, as he felt it was useless to call for a vote with so small 
a representation. According to information from a reliable 
source the meeting was of such little consequence that no min- 
utes were taken of it. 

After a vote of thanks to those who attended, the meeting was 
adjourned abruptly with no definite date set for another meeting 
nor any arrangements made for a further conference with the 
stock dealers on the rag classification. 

No Flashboards Being Used on the Menasha (Wis.) Dam. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR. CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appyeton, Wis., July 2, 1906.—It has been stated in the news- 
papers that the Secretary of War has revoked the license 
granted to the Neenah and Menasha Water Power Company 
several years ago to put flashboards on the Menasha dam in 
response to the general outcry that was made last spring by 
riparian owners along the lake. This is not the way the mill 
men understand it, however. Their understanding is that the 
license is suspended pending an ultimate decision from Wash- 
ington. So far as the mill men are concerned, this is a dis- 


tinction without very much of a difference, except the hope 
that the War Department will not finally revoke the license 
The report of Major Judson, of Milwaukee, to Washington 
concerning the matter was eminently fair to all the interests 
concerned, and is a very exhaustive and able document, but he 
felt it necessary to recommend the suspension of the license 
in the event of serious protests from riparian owners, not, 
evidently, because he believed that the flashboards ever really 
injured anybody, but simply because the United States could 
not afford to be put in jeopardy of being mulcted for damages 
in case of suit being brought against it. As the case stands at 
present, therefore, the water-power people will have to get 
along without the flashboards until further notice 
Fox RIvEr.

Weiving Wires by Pneumatic Power and Electricity. 
, [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App_eton, Wis., July 2, 1906—The Appleton Wire Works 
has lately put in some of the largest looms in the country for 
making wire cloth. These looms have gone into the new 
addition lately constructed by the company, and all of them 
are in operation except the largest, which will make a wire 
165 inches wide, which is not yet quite ready for business. Al! 
the large looms are operated by pneumatic power, controlled 
by electricity, a series of buttons being manipulated by the 
operators, instead of being operated by hand, as has always 
before been the case. Not only is the labor of weaving robbed 
of its greatest hardship, but the wires produced are of abso- 
lutely smooth, regular and perfect quality, due to the fact that 
the movements of the loom are all absolutely uniform, instead 
of varying more or less, as is always the result of hand work, 
even the best and most practiced. This pneumatic appliance 
is the invention of members of the firm, and is used nowhere 
else.

Dear Sir—Seeing in your last issue of the JouRNAL the 
account of the use of flag for paper stock, I wish to say that 
in 1869 I made 200 tons of Ar binder’s board at Locust Valley, 
L. L, for the late Taylor & Gegohegan, of New York. The 
mill was built for that purpose, but they failed and the above 
parties bougut it, but the next year we made a hanging mil! 
out of it, there being a boom in hanging paper. 

P. S—Was taken very sick after making the cane pulp, and 
the doctors forbade me going to Wilmington, so I lost all | 
had done. Then in 1872 I went to Wilmington, N. C., for the 
late Francis Morris, put up a plant to make pulp from cane- 
break cane, and made 4,500 pounds, and shipped to the late 
Coughlan & Nugent, of Whippany, N. J., and they ran it 
through for me. They made fancy fine colors and machine- 
sized and supercalendered book. They ran a beater full of 
each of their colors just before changing to another color. 
Mr. Henry Lindenmeyer, of that time, came into the mill, and 
was very anxious to put one hundred thousand dollars in the 
business. The Morrises had millions, so there was no deal. 
The Morrises spent a great deal of money at Dykman street, 
Brooklyn, but did not make a sheet.

The Census Figures for the Year 1904 Show That 1,819,657,- 
086 Pounds of Paper Were Used for Newspapers and Periodi- 
cals as Against |,078,237,670 Pounds in 1900.

\WasHincton, D. C., July 3, 1906.—The compilation of the 
statistics covering the calendar year 1904, of the printing and 
publishing industries of the United States for that year, show 
that there were 26,427 establishments, with a combined capital 
of $384,021,3590, in 1905, as against 22,312 in 1900, whose com- 





bined capital amounted to $292,517,072, and this gives an in- 
crease in the number of 18.4 per cent., and in capital invested 
of 31.3 per cent. 

The number of salaried officials and clerks on the payrolls 
in 1900 were 37,799; in 1904, 46,920, an increase of 71.7 per cent., 
while the salaries increased from $36,090,719 in 1900 to $62,727,- 
582, or 73.8 per cent. 

fhe average number of wage-earners employed in 1900 was 
162,002, receiving $84,249,054; in 1904 the number was increased 
to 185,190, and the wages to $108,871,748, increases of 13.6 and 
29.2 per cent., respectively. 

he item of miscellaneous expense shows an increase for 
the periods named from $55,807,929 to $102,469,279, or 83.3 per 
cent 

The total cost of materials used in 1900 was $86,856,290; in 
1904 it had been increased to $123,474,330, or 42.2 per cent. Of 
the total cost of materials used in 1900, 1,078,237,070 pounds of 
paper were furnished for newspapers and periodicals, at a cost 
of $27,701,638; for the same purpose in 1904 the quantity used 
was 1,819,657,086 pounds, at $47,230,764, an increase in quantity 
of more than 700,000,000 pounds, and in value of nearly $20,- 
000,000, Auk. Ie 


Little Likelihood of Export Duty on French Rags. 


Importers here of French rags will be somewhat relieved to 
know that no action was taken by the Chamber of Deputies 
in regard to the imposing of a tax on all grades of rags for ex- 
port. According to advices from Paris nothing definite was 
done previous to the adjournment of that body on June 30 and 
some importers here take that as indicating that the question of 
a tax on rags has been dropped altogether, or at least until 
the opening session of the Chamber in September. During the 
agitation of the question it was pointed out to the members 
of the Chamber that the proposed tax of about four dollars 
per ton would completely wipe out the exporting of rags, mak- 
ing it impossible for importers in America to compete with the 
German rags. In consequence it would destroy a large part 


_of the French exporters’ business by practically prohibiting him 


from selling rags here, which would confine him solely to the 
home market. A great deal of influence has been brought 
to bear on the different members, and it is believed it has had 
its effect and that the danger of such a tax has been passed for 
all time. - 


The Adulteration of Jute. 

The advlteration of jute has been the cause of much com- 
plaint on the part of the importers, both in this country and in 
Great Britain, for the past two years. The present season’s 
crop of jute has touched the highest price reached in fifty 
years, marking $141 per ton in the Dundee market, but the 


adulteration and wetting of jute before shipment has been 
more serious than ever before. This has led the Bengal Cham- 
ber of Commerce to take up the question, and it has drafted a 
bill entitled “An act for the prevention of the adulteration of 
jute and for the suppression of certain practices in the trade.” 

The Bengal association, in a letter on the subject, asserts 
that there is a unanimous expression of opinion that legislation 
alone will put an end to such malpractices, and the bill pre- 
pared further represents the general consensus of opinion on 
the subject. Other chambers of commerce in India are also 
supporting the movement to bring about such legislation. New 
York importers express the hope that the bill will become a 
law.

Fatal Mill Accident.

The Will of the Late George Finch Invalid. 

GLENS Fatts, N. Y., July 2,1906.—The will of George R. Finch, 
the millionaire Adirondack land Owner and paper manufac- 
turer, was last week declared to be invalid by the Warren 
county Surrogate. The will was drawn an hour or so before 
Mr. Finch died of appendicitis, by George N. Ostrander, of 
Albany, who, under the will, was made chief beneficiary. 

A brother, Jeremiah T. Finch, who was not mentioned in 
the will, contested the probate of the instrument, alleging 
fraud on the part of Ostrander. The Surrogate holds that 
Mr. Finch was not competent to make a will because of the 
great suffering he underwent at the time. 


Tissue Manufacturers to Hold Another Meeting. 


It is reported that another meeting of the tissue paper manu- 
facturers will be held in New York in about a week or ten 
days. Efforts are now being made to have all the mills repre- 
sented, and it has been pointed out conclusively that it is now 
highly imperative that the manufacturers should get together on 
some basis and form some plan of action by which the market 
can be supported and prices advanced to a figure where there 
will be a profit in it for the mills. 

It is believed that the mill men are now thoroughly aroused, 
and that every manufacturer of tissue paper in the East will be 
represented at the next meeting. The outcome of this meeting 
will be watched with particular interest by all members of the 
trade, and it is hoped that something definite will be accom- 
plished for the betterment of condition of the market 
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COTTON THREADS FREE OF DUTY AS WASTE. 


The Board of Appraisers Finally Settles the Disputed Point as to 
Whether “Colored Cotton Threads in Skeins and Warp 
Ends” Are Subject to Duty or Not. 





The calculations of the Collector of Customs at the port 
of New York were upset somewhat on Thursday of last week 
when the Board of United States General Appraisers decided 
that an importation of goods made by Felix Salomon & Co 
should be classified as “cotton waste,” and admitted duty free, 
instead of “cotton thread waste,” which is dutiable at 10 per cent.

The waste importations have been in dispute for a long time, 
and in this case a sirong effort was made to prove the con- 
tentions of the collector 

Judge Somerville, who wrote the decision, said: 

“The merchandise consists of 320 bales of cotton thread 
waste, which is described by the local appraiser as ‘thread

waste roughly estimated at 20 per cent., consisting of skeins and 
warp ends colored,” which was assessed for duty by the col- 
lector under paragraph 463 of the tariff act of July 24, 1897, as 
waste not specially provided for, at 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
The goods are claimed to be free of duty under paragraph 537 
of said act, which places on the free list ‘cotton, and cotton waste 
or flocks.. As much as 80 per cent of the merchandise was 
passed by the collector as free under this paragraph, and the 
assessment of duty was made at the rate above specified on 
only 20 per cent. of the invoice amount. 

“Six witnesses were examined at the hearing, who resided 
variously in the States of New York, Massachusetts, Penn- 
sylvania and Illinois, and who had dealt in and manufactured 


such merchandise from ten to thirty-five years. The testimony 
shows that the article has uniformly been known in trade as 
cotton thread waste which has gone through a machine process 

» remove the lumps and knots, and is chiefly used in this 
condition by the railroads and factories for wiping machinery on 
iccount of its absorbent qualities. The article is sometimes 
white and sometimes colored, the latter class being the 
cheaper and is shown to be too costly lor use as paper stock. 
rhe term ‘cotton waste’ is shown to include what is called both 
soft and hard waste Che soft waste comes from refuse left 
ver in the manufacture of cotton in the carding room. Thread 
waste usually consists of tangled pieces coming from the bob- 
hins as reeled off, producing fragments left over from weav- 
ing, which are practically unfit to be woven into cloth. 

“One witness, who has been dealing in such merchandise for 
ver twenty-five years, defines cotton waste commercially as 
including all refuse from cotton mills. Another witness, who 
is both a manufacturer and importer, testified that it covers 
any waste that is made in cotton mills from the raw state until 
it is finished and includes the droppings and sweepings of raw 
cotton in such manufactories Another witness, who dealt in 
such goods for thirty-five years, defines cotton waste as cover- 


ing any waste material from a cotton mill where cotton goods 





are manufactured. All thread waste is usually ‘machined’ be- 
fore being used as wiping waste 

“No testimony was produced at the hearing which in any man- 
ner contradicts these witnesses. We accordingly find, as a mat- 
ter of fact, that the goods come within the definition of the 
phrase ‘cotton waste,’ as used in said paragraph 537 of the 
present tariff act and is free of duty as claimed in the protest.” 


Maurice O’Meara Co.’s New Packing House. 


The Maurice O’Meara Company of New York city has re- 
ce ntly completed and now occupies its new pac king house, Nos 
20 and 22 Cherry street, in this city 

The building was constructed by the company specially for 
packing purposes. It has a frontage of 50 feet and a depth of 100 
feet. The sorting floors are particularly adapted for the pur- 
pose, being spacious and are lighted both by windows and sky 
lights. The presses, which are run by electric power, are on 
the first floor 

In this building the company at present employs 30 to 40 
women and 10 to 15 men, With its increased facilities the com- 
pany is able to assort its own stock carefully, and handle it to 
the best advantage. 

The elevators are run by electric power and the building is 
lighted by electricity from top to cellar. 

The company also has a warehouse for the storage of its 
stock at 265 Front street and main offices at 448 Pearl street, 
New York. 


Meeting of Soda Fiber Manufacturers. 


The soda fiber manufacturers held one of their regular meet 
ings in New York last week at the Hotel Manhattar There 
were only six or seven manufacturers present. The general 
state of the market was discussed and reports were read by 
different members present. Although no definite action was 
taken in regard to the raising of prices at present, it is re 
ported that there will probably be a slight increase in the price 
of soda pulp in the fall. A resolution was passed to take effect 
immediately, allowing the members of the association to quote 
a special low figure on all orders of soda pulp for export. No

The demand on manilas and 
fibers has not improved any and prices are a fraction’ lower 
on that account. Roofing and building papers have not de- 
creased any in activity. Tissues are apparently in slow de- 
mand. Manila bogus is still unchanged, prices appear to be a 
little lower and the demand is very light. The market as a 
whole was in anything but a satisfactory condition, but as 
this is the beginning of the dull season the fact is not dis- 
turbing.

Spending a part of last week among the fine paper mills of 
the Western part of the State your correspondent found the 
manufacturers quite cheerful over the present status of business.

Business “Easing-Up” in Miami.

Preparations are under way for 
an extensive fall trade and that branch of the industry which 
necessarily prepares far ahead of time, notably the bucket, box 
and novelty trade, is piling up extra stocks during the dull 
month.

Trade Reported As Good at Toronto. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, July 3, 1906—There is no note of pessi- 
mism in the talk in the paper trade here, though there are some 
who are inclined to doubt that there has been any real stiffening 
of prices outside wrappings. Ropes continue upward, and one 
maker said to-day that he was paying twice as much for stock 
as three and four years ago. ' Business is generally reported 
good, and so far as could be learned this week, the lull which 
is expected with the advent of hot weather has not struck 
the trade in Toronto and Ontario yet. Crop prospects through- 
out the western provinces were never more promising than 
at this moment. Northern Ontario continues to develop stead- 
ily, especially the Cobalt mineral country. ‘The returns of the 
Ontario Government railway continue steadily increasing, and 
this road is one of the examples of a Government railway 
which has paid right from the start. Though immigration has 
been pouring into Canada as never before, farmers, builders, 
manufacturers and railways are still short of men, which shows 
that business in the various lines is rapidly expanding, and 
paper men are feeling it with the others, though they would 
like to get a little better prices for their goods. One of the 
curious side effects of the big Toronto fire your correspondent 
just heard of to-day. It was that as the fire destroyed the 
stocks and the machinery of the chief envelope houses in 
Canada, their new stocks and machinery were in practically 
every case on American lines, so that now the envelope stand- 
ard sizes in Canada agree with those of the United States. 
While the dies and standards are the same, the numbering is 
different, the Canadians numbering their envelopes, say, 6, 
7, and 8, instead of 6, 6%, etc., thus avoiding fractional num- 
bers.

Coloring Wood Pulp Boards. 


A new process for coloring wood pulp boards, patented in 
Germany,is being worked onalargescale by Messrs. Hochstein 
and Weinberg, of Wasserthorstrasse 50, Berlin, S42. Wood pulp 
boards have hitherto been dyed in the beating engine, or else 
surface colored. But in the former case, some of the fibers 
absorb more dye than others, thereby giving the boards a mot- 
tled appearance, whilst in the latter case the cost is high and 
the surface color is liable to damage during tie subsequent 
treatment of the boards. According to the present invention 
these disadvantages are obviated by passing unsized boards be- 
tween the two rollers covered with an absorbent material satur- - 
ated with an aqueous solution of an aniline dye. The boards ab- 
sorb the color uniformly and evenly, since, in passing quickly 
between the rollers, there is not sufficient time for the more 
absorbent ‘fibers to acquire a deeper shade. Boards prepared 
in this way can. it is claimed, be used for many purposes for 
which higher class or pasted boards were formerly used.

New Paper Mill for Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, July 2, 1906.—A new industry is promised for the 
extreme southern end of the valley within a short time, the 
plant of the National Chemical Company, in Winston place, 
which is owned by M. B. Farrin, the well-known lumberman, 
is to be turned into a paper mill, This plant will manufacture 
pulp from the shavings from the Farrin saw mills, among the 
largest in the state, located just across the street from the 
proposed pulp mill. 

The National Chemical Company’s plant was originally con- 
structed for the manufacture of wood alcohol from the saw 
dust of the saw mills, but after a series of costly experiments 
the enterprise was abandoned. It has been demonstrated as 
thoroughly practical to make acceptable pulp from the shav- 
ings of soft woods, a mill of this type being in successful oper- 
ation at Dallas, Tex. The Farrin company, which is now 
selling its shavings to another mill, has decided to utilize 
the plant of the chemical works and it is understood that 
machinery will be installed at an early date. 

Mr. Farrin is spending the summer in Michigan, but from 
his associates it is learned that he has confidence in the enter- 
prise and will expend $250,000 in perfecting his plant. The 
proposed mill will have a capacity of 50 tons of paper per 
day. The Farrin company makes on an average of 100 tons of 
shavings each day. One ton of shavings will make, on the 
average, 900 pounds of pulp.

AT BURNT LAND RIPS. 


Site There Decided Upon for a New Great Northern Mill— 
Army of Men at Work Making Excavations, Building Shanties. 


Bancor, Me., July 2—The Great Northern Paper Company 
has a crew of 500 men at work im making excavations for the 
foundations, clearing the brush and trees off the site, making 
roads, building shanties and dwellings, and otherwise preparing 
the land at Burnt Land rips on the West Branch of the Penob- 
scot above Medway. 

The engineers of the Great Northern Paper Company, under 
the direction of Chief Engineer Hardy S. Ferguson of this city, 
have been at work for more than six weeks on the surveys for 
the site of the mill and covered most of the ground for several 
miles up and down the West Branch above Burnt Land rips be- 
fore they finally decided on the location of the big mill at this 
latter place. 

There was some talk of the company’s building at Dobley 
rips, a couple of miles above Burnt Land rips. The site at 
Burnt Land rips was the first one suggested as the most prac- 
ticable and valuable location for the mill. This site is about 
two miles above the mouth of Schoodic stream. The company 
owns the land on both sides of the West Branch for two miles. 
and more above and nearly a mile below this place and the rips 
give an excellent water power. The test borings made, however, 
showed the bottom to be softer than was desired and other 
surveys were made at Dobley rips, with the result that the loca- 
tion of Burnt Land rips was selected as the better of the two. 

The crew of engineers, masons, and Italian laborers at Burnt 
Land rips now have their work cut out for them, It is planned 
by the company to have the big plant in operation in a year or 
14 months at the longest from the time work is begun. To do this 
the men will have to hustle. Besides building the great mill, 
the big concrete dam, the connecting flumes, penstocks, and 
canals, the army of laborers have to prepare the way for the 
small town which these men constitute while on the work. The 
woods must be cleared back from the river and shanties and 
dwellings built for the occupancy of the men engaged on the 
work. New roads must be laid out to replace old roads, which 
must be discontinued on account of the overflowing of the river 
banks through the building of the big dam. 

The foundation walls and piers upon which the new mill will 
be built will be of concrete and stone. Test pits to find the best 
bottom must be dug and borings made to the same end. The 
river at this point is about 500 feet across and there is consider- 
able of a fall there, which makes it so valuable as a water power. 
The dam that will be built here to hold back the waters of the 
West Branch and furnish power for the wheels of the big mill 
probably will be 40 feet high on its front and will flow the 
river back for about two miles. 

In conjunction with the building of the big pulp mill at Burnt 
Land rips the Bangor & Aroostook Railroad is to build a branch 
from its road at Millinocket to the site of the mill to furnish 
an outlet for the product of the mill and a way of getting sup- 
plies in to the mill and to the town which is certain to grow up 
around it. The surveys for the Schoodic stream railroad, as it 
will be called, have been delayed on account of the delay in de- 
termining on the site of the mill, but it is expected that in a 
short time another small army of laborers will be at work 
building this latest Maine railroad down through the woods.

George Hartman, of Cincinnati, O., has invented improve- 
ments in paper bag machines, and has been granted No. 
823,776 for the same. A two-fifths interest in the patent has 
been assigned to George Hartman, of Cincinnati, O. 





The invention relates to a machine for making satchel- 
bottom paper bags, and its object is an automatic means for 
keeping the tension upon the paper as it is fed from the roll 
uniform, a means for preparing the surface of the paper for 
receiving the glue, and printing mechanism inserted in the 
device for printing the bags prior to the time at which the 
folding of the bottom is completed, and means for presenting 
a dry surface to the bags as they leave the printing rolls, and 
an improved mechanism for folding over the longitudinal flaps 
of the bottom. These objects are attained by the means illus- 
trated in the accompanying drawings, in which like parts are 
indicated by similar reference-letters wherever they occur 
throughout the various views. ‘ 

Fig. 1 is a diagrammatical side elevation of the operative 
parts of a machine embodying the invention, the gearing for 
conveying the motion throughout the various shafts being 
omitted, since it is of ordinary construction and its inclusion 
would serve to complicate the views. Fig. 2 is a plan view, 
upon an enlarged scale, of a strip of paper folded and notched 
at intervals. Fig. 3 is a plan view of the paper blank, show- 
ing the successive steps in forming the bag. Fig. 4 is a detail 
horizontal sectional view taken upon line X X of Fig. 1. Fig. 
5 is a transverse sectional view taken upon line 5 5 of Fig. 4. 
Fig. 6 is a detail view of one of the fingers for folding the 
paper strip into a tube. Fig. 7 is a view, partly in elevation 
and partly in section of the rolls for severing the blank from 
the tube. Fig. 8 is a side elevation of the roll shown in Fig. 7. 
Fig. 9 is a detail side elevation of the arm for feeding the 
blank from the creasing-rolls to the printing-rolls. Fig. 10 
is an end view of the arms shown in Fig. 9. Fig. 10’ is a de- 
tail end view of the fingers, one of which is shown in Fig. 
6. Figs. 11 and 12 are respectively side elevations and end 
views of the cylinder against which the printing-rolls bear. 
Figs. 13 and 14 are respectively side and end elevations of the 
cylinder for longitudinally slitting the end of the paper blank. 
Figs. 15 and 16 are similar views of the glue-foot. Figs. 17 
and 18 are similar views of the creasing members for making 


transverse creases across the flaps. Fig. 19 is a detail side 
elevation, upon an enlarged scale, of the rolls for foiding the 
flaps and turning them down upon the end of the blank. Fig. 
20 is a detail plan view of the complete bag. Fig. 21 is a de- 
tail perspective view of the cylinder with the moving surface 
to contact the bag-blank after it has left the printing-rolls. 
Fig. 22 is a detail sectional view of the moving of the cylinder. 
Figs. 23 and 24 are detail side and end elevation of the rolls 
for fluting the open ends of the blanks. Figs. 25 to 27 are 
detail views of the box provided with means for moistening 
a blank. 

A general description first will be given and then a detail 
of the operative parts. 

Referring to Fig. 1, the paper is led from the roll A, over 
rollers a and a’, past motors B and B’, both of which are sup- 
plied with splines for fraying the surface of the paper. From 
roller a’ the paper passes through the box C, wherein the 
paper is moistened by steam. Thence the paper passes be- 
tween rollers D D’, where one edge is supplied with glue from 
the vat D*. The knife E puts notches a’ at intervals in the 
paper. Shoes F and F’ fold the paper preparatory to its pass- 
ing under the rolls G and G’, which form it into the tube. 
Thence the tube passes through the knives H and H’, which 
put the transverse slits a’ in the tube, almost severing it. 
From the knives the tube passes between the fluting-rolls J, 
which flute the end of the blank, which form the open end 
of the bag when completed. The blank is severed by the flut- 
ing-rolls and is grasped by the swinging arm K, which carries 
it to the impression-cylinder L. It goes past the printing- 
rolls M, of which there are four shown, so that the bag may 
receive four different colors. The blank passes thence past 
the cylinder P, the surface of which is supplied with a chang-

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ing surface of cord to prevent accumulation of ink. Cylinder 
R has knives which put the longitudinal slits a* in the blank, 
and the stationary blade opens the end of the blank and forms 
the diamond folds a‘, as shown in the right-hand figure of 
Fig. 3. Then the glue-foot T supplies the flaps with glue, as 
shown by shaded lines upon the right of Fig. 3, from the vat T’. 
The blank is then carried along between the belts U and U’. 
The blades V and V’ put the transverse creases a‘, as seen 
in Fig. 3, in the blank, and the swinging blade W folds over 
the longitudinal flap a’ before the blank reaches the rolls Y Y, 
which fold the longitudinal flap a* down over the longitudinal 
flap a" and complete the bag. 

A detailed description of the parts will now be given. In 
order that the paper may be held in proper tension, it is nec- 
essary to use some means of equalizing the decreasirg 
strength of the pull upon the roll A due to the ever-decreasing 
size of the roll as the paper is unwound therefrom. This con- 
sists of the following mechanism: On a shaft, a’, upon which 
the roll of paper A is wound, is mounted a wheel a” (shown 





in Fig. 4), against which a brake-shoe a" bears with a force 
which decreases the pressure of the shoe a" as the roll gets 
smaller. This is effected by means of the coil-spring a”, 
which is compressed by the sleeve a“, which is forced along 
the stem a“ of the shoe by the rotation of the screw-threaded 
shaft a®. This rotation is communicated to the shaft a” from 
the shaft a* by means of the cam a”, mounted upon the end 
of the shaft a’, rod a", lever a“, pawl and ratchet a” and a”, 
worm-wheel a”, and gear-wheels a” and a®, as shown in Figs. 
I, 4, and 5. It is seen that the rotation of the shaft a’ serves 
to carry the sleeve a® away from the coil-spring a” and 
to decrease the pressure of the shoe a“ against the wheel 
a”, so that as the roll A decreases in diz neter and the lever- 
age of the force exerted to unwind the ; aper is decreased the 
pressure of the shoe is decreased. 

The motors B and B’ may be eleciric and are to be given a 


rapid rotation and to have splines to bear lightly against the 
paper, so as to remove the glaze from the surface thereof to 
facilitate its taking up the glue. 

The steam-box is illustrated in detail in Figs. 25 and 26. 
It will be seen that the box has longitudinal ways ¢ and c’ 
upon each side, which protect the edges of the paper from 
the action of the steam, while permitting it to pass upon each 
side thereof through perforation c*. Steam is to be admitted 
to the box through the perforation c upon its side. 

The glue-rolls D and D’ and vat D® are of ordinary con- 
struction and not, therefore, to be described specifically. The 
shoes F and F’ are placed upon the shaft f at a distance apart 
equal to the width of the tube to be formed, the angle of the 
shoe being regulated by means of the arms f’. 

The knives cf cylinder H’ are illustrated in Figs. 7 and 8. 
Cylinder H has a rubber strip / inserted in its edge, and cylin- 
der H’ has two severing-blades h’ and h’, which stand at a 
distance apart equal to the width of the notches a’, so that 
when the blades fh’ contact the rubber h they sever a blank 
from the tube, with the exception of a small strip of width 
equal to a distance between the knives h’ and h*, which strip 
serves to draw the -next blank through the rolls H and H’ 
until it is grasped by the fingers of the swinging arm K. 

The cylinders J for fluting the open end of the bag are illus- 
trated in Figs. 23 and 24. The lower of these cylinders is 
mounted in its bearings j so as to be capable of receiving a 
vertical movement to bring it against the other cylinder J. 
This vertical movement is ‘mparted by cams j’ upon the ends 
of a shaft 7. The cams are made of a shape such that the 
lower cylinder J is raised at intervals such that it contacts 
only the rear end of each blank as it passes along. The sur- 
faces of the rolls J J are fluted, so that flutes are thrown in 
the open end of the blank. 

The swinging arms K are illustrated in detail in Figs. 9 
and 10. They are journaled at their lower ends upon a shaft 
k. Intermittent reciprocation may be imparted to them by 
any suitable mechanism. Arms K carry at their upper ends 
fingers k’, which have longitudinal slots k*, which pass over 
the studs &*, projecting outward from the arms K. The fin- 
gers k’ carry springs k*, which bear against studs k*® and have 
a tendency to hold the finger k’ in a position such that its 
upper end k° contacts the upper part of the arm K. Upon 
each side of arms K are brackets k*, whose upper surface form 
cams k* at the outer end of the swing of the arm K, which 
cams k* contact the lower end of the fingers k' and raise 
the fingers so that their upper ends &° are carried out-of con- 
tact with the arms K, so that upon the left-hand limit of the 
swing of the arm the blank may be permitted to enter between 
the arm K and the finger hk’, and at the right-hand end of 
the swing of the arnt the blank may be released as soon as 
it is grasped by the finger / of the impression-cylinder L. 

Impression-cylinder L is illustrated in detail in Figs, 11 
and 12. It has passing over it two belts J’, each passing like- 
wise over a roller PF. Cylinder L has perforations in its sur- 
face through which fingers / project. These fingers / are 
mounted upon transverse shafts 7, which are journaled upon 
the interior of the cylinder L and have studs F, into whose 
path project fixed*pins to move the fingers to allow them to 
grasp the blank as it is fed to them by the swinging arm K. 
The printing-rolls M, as seen, are situated so as to print the 
blank before the folding operation takes place. As the blank 
leaves the printing-rolls M its printed surface is presented 
to the surface of the cylinder P, which is provided with a 
novel means for automatically changing the surface so that 
the ink may not be smeared thereby. 

The construction of the cylinder P is illustrated in Figs. 
21 and 22. Within the cylinder P are two spools p and two ?’.

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Upon p’ the cord, preferably cotton, is wound. The cord 
passes from the spool p’ throwgh a series of perforations ~° 
in the surface of the cylinder P in a zigzag course to the spool 
p. At the edges of the perforations p* are mounted rollers p* 
and p* to reduce friction. Spools p are mounted upon a shaft 
p*. It carries the ratchet p*, arm p’, and pawl p*. The arm 
p' is struck by a stationary stud, which is projected into its 
path in a manner similar to that in which the studs f project 
in the path of the fingers Ff. This causes the spool p to be 
given an intermitted rotation to draw the cord over the spool 
p’ to the spool p, and thus to change the surface of the cylin- 
der P which is represented to the printed blank. Then the blank 
is fed forward by the cylinder R, which is illustrated in Figs. 
13 and 14. Cylinder R has two cutting-blades r and trans- 
verse creasing-blades r’ and two pins r*. The blades r cut 
the longitudinal slits a* in the blank. The creasing-blade r’ 
makes the crease a”, as shown in Fig. 3, and the pins r’ pierce 
the end flap a* of the blank near its forward end, as illustrated 
in Fig. 3, hold it down, while the flap a® is raised to open the 
end of the blank by the finger p*, which grasps the projection 
A’, formed upon the blank by the notch a*. Finger p°* is 
mounted upon cylinder P and is opened by studs placed in 
its path in a manner similar to that in which fingers are 
mounted in cylinder L. This finger p* carries the blank for- 
ward between the belts U and U’, and flap a’ is released from 
the pin ” by a stripped s’, mounted with the blade s upon the 
stationary bracket S. Blade s contacts flap a’ to prevent its 
flying up when released from pin r’. 

The glue-foot T and its vat are of ordinary construction 
and may be seen in Figs. 15 and 16 in detail. 

As the blank passes between the cylinder P and the cylit- 
der upon which the blades V and V’ are mounted the blades 
make the creases a® across the blank, which gives the flap a’ 
and a* a tendency to stand up somewhat. As the blank is 
fed between the belts U and U’ the flap a’ is turned over in 
advance of the flap a* by the reciprocating blade W, which is 
secured upon a rod w, which fits into slot w’ in frames W’. 
Blade w is pivoted at w* to a reciprocating arm w*, pivoted at 
its lower end to standard w*. Motion is given arm w* by a 
link w*, which is pivoted to a crank w*®. As the wheel P re- 
volves it is seen that a long reciprocating motion is imparted 
to the arm w*, which causes the rod w to reciprocate in the 
slot w’ and that this causes the blade W first to take under 
the flaps a’ and to turn the same over prior to the time at 
which the rolls Y Y turn the flap a* down to form the 
completed bag. 


Petition in Bankruptcy Filed Against Ballston Paper Co. 


Scuenectapy, N. Y., July 2, 1906.—Creditors of the Ballston 
Paper Company, alleging that the company is insolvent and 
has paid the Delaware & Hudson Railroad Company a claim of 
$31 with interest to prefer it over other creditors, filed a petition 
in involuntary bankruptcy at Utica last week. The creditors 
who made the petition are: Edward B. Ashton, Saratoga 
Springs, $708; Harry Castle, $406, and William Parks, $61, both 
of Ballston. 

The throwing of the company into bankruptcy by the cred- 
itors, it is said, may interfere with a deal for the sale of the 
property to eastern capitalists. A deal had been almost closed 
whereby several gentlemen of wealth were to take the prop- 
erty and develop the mill. A new machine was to be placed in 
the present mill and another mill was to be erected as a cost 
of $40,000. The company was to manufacture parchment paper. 





A representative of the Ballston Paper Company stated this 
week to a representative of the Paper Trape JourNaL that the 


matter would be adjusted immediately. He also called attention 
to the fact that a receiver had not been appointed, that no act 
of bankruptcy had been committed, and that there was no 
good reason for the filing of the petition.

Our Trade With Foreign Countries. 

Those who study the large movements of the trade, such as 
are disclosed in the monthly table of Imports and Exports, on 
page 46 of this issue, will notice that while we continue to im- 
port constantly increasing quantities of both paper and paper 
stock, our exports of paper do not show a like expansion; in 
other words, the balance of trade is against us. Whether we 
can do anything to cut down that heavy balance is one of the 
problems that should receive the earnest consideration of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association. Since the industry is 
now suffering from the bad effects of overproduction, the pres- 
ent seems an appropriate time for dealing with the question. 

In glancing over the table on page 46, the reader will notice 
that the value of our importations of paper in May of this year, 
increased just about $100,000 over the amount for the same 
month last year. This considerable increase for the month, it 


| 


seems, has been the average amount per month for the past 
eleven months, for on noting the totals for the eleven months 
ended May 31, we find that the gain is over $1,000,000, or 
$6,346,027 as against $5,151,464. 

In paper stock the figures show that while the value of the 
rags brought in for papermaking purposes is less this year 
than it was last, still the value of the total importations con- 
tinue to increase greatly. The business in foreign rags it seems, 
suffered heavily in May of this year as compared with May, 
1905, the figures given for the respective months being $161,012, 
as against $88,509 worth. For the eleven months’ period ended 
May 31 of this year, the value of the rags brought in was $1,- 
043.095, as against $2,027,307 for the same period last year. A 


noteworthy feature of this decrease is the fact that the prin- 
cipal falling off was in our imports of rags from Germany. 

Among the grades of paper exported we find that the business 
in printing papers has increased from $275,152 in May of last 
year, to $334,343 in May of the current year. 
months period ended May 31, 


For the eleven 
1905, the value of the exports 
of such papers was $2,794146 and in the same period ended 
May 31, 1906, the value was $3,412,648. In writing papers and 
envelopes there has been a falling off in our exports as com- 
pared with those of last year. In those papers classified as “all 
other” there has on the other hand been an increase, the figures 
being May, 1905, $378,308 worth; May, 1906, $429,040; eleven 


months ended May 31, 1905. $3,324,700; May 31, 1906, $3,980,855. 


The Statistics of Paper Consumption. 

The summary of the figures compiled for the Intermediate 
or five year census covering the printing and publishing in- 
dustries discloses the real reason why so many new mills can 
maintain themselves in a field already apparently overcrowded. 
The increase of $20,000,000 in the value of the paper used in news- 
papers and periodicals in 1904 as compared with the figures 
for 1900 is a sufficient answer to the riddle of where the new 
mills have found their market. 

A reading of the article on page 7 of this issue will no doubt 
surprise even those paper men who are somewhat familiar 
with the statistics of the industry. As the compilation given 
on page 7 is restricted to newspapers and periodicals, the total 
consumption of printing papers is not given, as there is a large 
use of such papers outside of those two branches of the pub- 
lishing business, 

According to the figures given, there were used in 1900 
1,078,237,670 pounds of paper, at a cost of $27,701,638. In 1904, 
for the same purpose, namely, for use in printing newspapers 
and periodicals, there were consumed 1,819,657,086 pounds of 
paper, at a cost of $47,230,764, an increase in quantity of more 
than 700,000,000 pounds, and in value of nearly $20,000,000. 


The Progress and the Problems of the Industry. 


One of the ablest resumés of the progress of the paper in- 
dustry ever made is that embodied in Dr. A. Klein’s lecture be- 
fore the recent International Congress of the Society of Cell- 
stuff and Paper Chemists. The Doctor's lecture is printed in 
this issue of the Paper Trape JourNAL, beginning on page 36. 
A reading of it will be found very instructive. 

While the outline of the growth of the art of paper making, 
given in the lecture, is interesting, its real meat to thinking 
paper manufacturers will be found in the Doctor’s statement of 
a few of the most prominent problems that face the ambitious 
papermakers. That there are yet “worlds to conquer,” 
cially in the chemical branches of the industry, there is no 
doubt.

THIS COUNTRY OR ABROAD. 
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PROGRESS AND PROBLEMS. 


In a Lecture Before the Society of Cellstuff and Paper Chemists 
Dr. A. Klein Outlined the Progress Made in the Industry 
and Cited Problems That Await Solution. 
(Translated for the Paper Trade Journal by Albert Komp.) 


The industry of cellulose and paper is a stepchild of the 
science 'of applied chemistry. Only a few chemists are occupied 
on this ground. I therefore have considered the usefulness of 
presenting to you a short extract of the history of these indus- 
tries by directing attention to several fields, as yet uncultivated, 
deserving investigation. 

In ancient times the material that has been first applied for 
communication with contemporaries, also serving for traditional 
purposes, has been of organic nature, and later of anorganic na- 
ture. The Assyrian and Babylonian cuniform letters and the 
oldest Egyptian hieroglyphics are entitled to a higher standard 
than the figured representations of the cave dwellers in the stone 
period. Still the material in general use for figures and descrip- 
tions consisted of organic matter. During the following era of 
the oriental arts, Egypt occupied the center of culture. 

Organic material was applied, for the first time, for descrip- 
tions or designs and there also was developed the art of making 
papyrus. The derivation of this name from papuro (royal) 
and paleuro (rose) seems to be incorrect. While it seems prob- 
able that the name has been derived from pa-p-yor—the product 
of the river, from which the name of paper, papier, etc., has 
been derived. The oldest papyrus in the National Museum in 
Paris dates from the thirty-sixth century before Christ, conse- 
quently showing an age of 5,500 years, and should, according to 
Hebrew chronology. be regarded as a contemporary of Adam 
and Eve. 

The papyrus of the Egyptians, highly esteemed by the Romans, 
had been principally used until about 1,000 years after Christ; it 
was made of finely cut slices of the mark cells of a swamp 
plant, Cyperus papyrus L. These were plated, and finished with 
starch size. 

Among the Nomads of ancient times, probably during the 
same period of the papyrus development in Egypt, another med- 
ium for writing was produced in the animal parchment, from the 
skins of domestic animals. 

According to Herodotus, the Ionians have written on animal 
skins since primeval times, and it is shown that the Jews have 
used parchment 1,100 years before their Savior. 

The highest state in the art of manufacturing parchment was 
reached about 300 years before Christ, during the reign of King 
Eumenes of Pergamon, from whose realm the name of Parch- 
ment originated. Parchment has occupied a place of useful 
application down to the present time, but its consumption has 
steadily decreased since about 1,200 years after Christ, during the 
general introduction of the paper industry in Europe. 

The art of making paper is also derived from the far East, 
where the inventive genius of the Chinese succeeded, their sup- 
ply of papyrus proving insufficient, to produce a sheet, similar 
to paper, from the fibers of plants. 

In the eighth century after Christ the art of making paper was 
transplanted into Samarkand, by Chinese prisoners of war, where 
the Iranians improved and rapidly developed the same. The 
Iranians produced the first paper made of fibers of linen and 
hemp rags—a fact which Karabacek denominates “a victory 
of a foreign ingenium over the inventive talent of the 
Chinese.” According to atest researches by Wiesner, 


old Turkestan papers contain rag fibers, so that after - 


all the preparation of rag fiber may be attributed to the China- 
men. In 795 the Khalif Harunal-Raschid, of fable renown, in- 
troduced workmen from Samarkand and founded a paper mill 
in the town of Bagdad. From this point the victorious Arabs 


have extended the art of paper making and the same had 
probably been extended as far as Spain at the beginning of 
the 10th century, The wandering hordes of the crusaders have 
also promoted the development of the paper trade, and by the 
end of the 12th century the consumption of rag paper became 
constantly more general. Families of paper makers are men- 
tioned in Italy, in the 12th century, and in 1290 the first German 
paper mill was started in Ravensburg. After the first appear- 
ance of an Occidental newspaper in 1505, and after Gutenberg 
had established his first printing shop, thereby, so says Chamber- 
lain, “elevating the action of thought into a world power,” the 
use of hand made paper increased and spread rapidly into sur- 
rounding countries. 

The foundation of our present great paper industry has been 
created by the invention of the mechanical production of paper, 
and started by the operation of the first paper making ma- 
chine in England in 1804. After this period the constantly im- 
proved paper machine was soon introduced in various coun- 
tries, in France, 1815; Germany, 1820, Austria, 1826. 

When the raw material of the rag fibers proved insufficient, 
a search was made for papermaking material, and in 1840 the 
Saxon, Gottfried Keller, invented the ground wood fiber. In 
1847, Montgolfier and Wright invented the production of straw 
cellstuff, straw soda pulp. In 1853, Charles Watt and H. Burgess 
introduced the solution of pulp with caustic soda. In 1860, Rout- 
ledge prepared esparto stuff from Alfa grass (stipa tenacissima) 
and 1863, Tilghman prepared wood cell stuff (sulphite) by 
means of bisulphite of lime. The manufacturer of these stuff 
products has been developed during the past 60 years, and to-day 
represents 75 per cent. of the total raw material used in the 
production of paper. The annual total production of paper has 
been estimated by Krawany to reach up to six millions of tons. 

Paper is a fiber felt and differs in its nature according to its 
particular use. In the main part paper is applied for the pur- 
pose of writing, designing, printing, etc., also as blotting and 
filter stuff and for wrapping. boxing, bagging, liming purposes, 
etc., and many others not mentioned. 

The essential matter in all paper consists in carbohydrates, 
the cellulose. Although neither the constitution nor the mole- 
cular weight of any single one of the bodies forming the cellulose 
and starch groups has been incontrovertibly determined, yet we 
may safely assume that the cellulose used in papermaking are by 
no means of an equal composition. 

Cross and Bevan have divided the celluloses according to their 
chemical existence, into three groups: No. 1, into that of the 
cotton cellulose. the one which proves the highest resistance to 
hydrolytic dissolution, containing no active groups of ketons; 
No. 2, into the group of oxycelluloses more readily soluble 
hydrolytically producing purpural in nitric hydrolization, and 
known to contain active keton groups; No. 3, into the group of 
pseudo-celluloses, readily soluble in alkaline and acid hydrolytic 
solutions, producing during the solving process carbohydrates. 

After this regulation we must accept the existence of another 
group: of combined celluloses. 

The oxycelluloses of the second group we find in the vege- 
table kingdom, appearing in wood and woody fibers, also in 
the straw of cereals and in the esparto grass. These species 
have as yet been but imperfectly elaborated, and the technical 
process applied for their production are but insufficiently in- 
vestigated. 

The most important of these industries is that of the sulphite 
production, discovered in 1863, by the American, Tilghman, 
and although Ekman produced sulphite cellulose in the ’70’s, 
yet this said industry owes its present prosperity to Prof. Alex. 
Mitscherlich and his first concessionists, who have elaborated the 
manufacturing process into its details, and introduced the same 
into practical and economical performance. In this and in 
the similar Ritter Kellner process, the wood, mostly needlewood,

Size 
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is treated with a bisulphite lime solution at a temperature above 
106 degrees C, during which process probably primary wood 
cellulose, ligninesters, are hydraulically dissolved; secondly, the 
lignin partly decomposed, but in the main part transformed into— 
in water soluble sulphorous lime combinations. 

This so-called lignin sulphous acid has been produced in 
Tollens laboratory from digester off-lyes and according to 
Lindsey has the formula, CaHa(CHs)2.SOn and according to 
Streeb the lime salt takes the formula CssHs» (CHs)sS:O2Caz, 
while Klason considers the formula CiHwOsSCa%, to be 
correct. 

The question arises, what are the conversions in the sulphite 
boiling process? and the subject remains unsolved—and there- 
fore it may only be stated that besides the partial abstraction of the 
lignin molecule in the secondary resulting change of this body, 
First, the formation of esters; second, the condensation of the 
bisulphites with aldehyde and keton groups; third, a partly 
double combination of sulphites; and fourth, a sulphuretting 
process, would appear possible. 

Similarly and still insufficiently researched are the processes 
in many other technically important ways of the cellstuff pro- 
ductions. In the soda cellulose (soda pulp) manufacture we are 
told that the formation of lignin sour-sodium takes place, and 
in the production of straw cellstuff the chief reaction is said 
to be the solution of silicious acid, from its combination with 
organic bodies and lignin species in the incrustations. 

The various kinds of celluloses that may be different accord- 
ing to the plant stuffs used for their production will also pre- 
sent different qualities according to different methods applied 
in their production. For instance, the cellstuff from the same 
kind of wood isolated by means of calcium-bisulphite is of dif- 
ferent quality according to more or less energetic boiling with 
stronger or weaker sulphite of lime The quick 
boiling process, with strong solutions producing cellulose that 
will afford a less transparent and soft paper, while a slower 
boiling process with weaker bisulphite solutions will produce 
a more opaque and snappy paper. 

Cellstuff prepared by the sodium process from the same sorts 
of wood. produces in the resulting papers different qualities, so 
that it must be presumed that the nature of the cellulose be- 
comes changed according to the means applied for its produc- 
tion. The qualities of the celluloses appear also to be influenced 
by the methods and intensity of the drying process, and it 
should be excluded that the formation of hydrocellulose could 
take place in the absence of acid. Still it remains possible that 
different hydrates of the cellulose are formed and exist under 
positive conditions. This appearance could possibly explain the 
views of certain papermakers that cellulose dried on steam 
heated cylinders makes a paper of lower firmness than that made 
from cellulose not having been dried before it was made into 
paper. Although I differ in opinion, yet there are many facts 
that could be explained in the existence of various cellulose 
hydrates—for instance, the difficulty to dry into a certain constancy 
of weight. As a further example it may be mentioned that raw 
sulphite cellulose, drying in the open air before washing is plain- 
ly discernible in the washed and dried stuff in the appearance 
of fine white splints that will, however, disappear in their fol- 
lowing admission in paper. 

Even in plain mechanical processes, as in the preparation of 
ground wood. we observe interesting appearances, as in the hot 
grinding process resulting in a softer and more elastic product. 
It is allowable to think, that owing to the higher temperature 
of water in the wood the same acts as a means of decomposi- 
tion. 

During the bleaching process of sulphite a very interesting, 
but so far not scrutinized, process is observable. When the 
bleach touches the sulphite it produces a red coloration that 


solutions. 


will soon change into orange. After prolonged bleaching, the 
color disappears and the cellulose turns white. Of a similar 
nature appears to be the red color imparted on hard cellulose by 
liquid sulphate of aluminum. The oxydation caused by sour 


solutions seems to produce intermediary color substances, dis- 
appearing, however, by continued oxydation into colorless com- 
binations. 

In the transformation of cellulose into paper further chemical 


changes are observable. 

During the action of the beater especially on sulphite a cellu- 
lose slimy matter is formed, whereby the transparency of the pa- 
per is increased besides giving the sheet a better feel, also firm- 
ness and finishing quality. It seems likely that this cellstuff slime 
is formed by bodies similar to hydrocellulose; this is at least 
an attempt to explain an observed fact. 

In the making of light cellstuff papers, so called sulphite silk, 
I found that in the alkaline reaction in the beater by applying 
substantial coloring matter such as kosmos red, benzopurpurin, 
etc., the transparency and feel of the paper as enhanced by cell- 
stuff slime would not .compare with those obtained irom stuff 
under sour reaction. 

The performance of sizing forms the most important part 
in the greater number of paper qualities. The sizing takes 
place for the purpose of covering the fiber with a water resisting 
substance. 

The oldest sizing material is starch, although its action dur- 
ing said process is as yet not fully understood. The presence of 
starch in old Turkestan papers has been proven by Wiesner. 
The so-called process of animal sizing was applied thereafter. 
This animal giue produced by boiling in water, hides, bones, 
grizzle, etc., is separated from its solution on the surface of the 
sheet, and made partly insoluble by alum. 

The vegetable size mostly used at present was invented 
by Illig in 1804; it is said by Briguit to have been known in the 
11th century. Rosin is saponified for the action of vegetable 
sizing, and the watery solution in combination with alum 
represents the sizing medium. The old theory that abietic acid 
forms the sizing matter is untenable, according to Wurster’s 
labors and results. It is most probable that free rosin per- 
torms the sizing action and that the effect of the rosin is increased 
or perfected by precipitations of Al(OH)sc. During the seem- 
ingly uncomplicated reaction between rosin soap, consisting 
principally in abietic sour sodium and free abietic acid, and of 
sulphate of aluminum certain actions are resulting in a number 
of undesirable effects, such as the appearance of abietic sour lime 
forming itself from the lime salts, dissolved in the water whereby 
the sizing. results are materially reduced. Under certain cireum- 
stances these salts have prevented the effects of sizing entirely. 

Water impurities are representing an important part in the pa- 
per industry, a fact demonstrated in a statement made by Kirch- 
ner that one kg. or part of rag paper comes into contact with 
2,000 parts of water before the sheet is finished. 

The iron salts dissolved in water are also producing their 
injurious action on paper. The iron in water leaves a blue- 
greyish tint on the cellulose, owing to which a bright, clear 
shade is prevented. Harpf explains this appearance by direct- 
ing attention to the presence of dark coloring matter in the 
digester off-lyes—the same also appearing in reduced pro- 
portion in the washed cellulose—on which the iron acts as a 
mordant for fixing the coloring matter. 

Very interesting is also the observation I made while using 
river water containing lime salts. In this case it was plainly 
observable that cellstuffboard had obtained a darker color on 
one side. The precipitation or separation of the combination 
that caused the coloration appears to be not uniform—and may 
have been influenced by the floating matter on the wire. ° 

Klemm has shown that a gradually appearing yellowish

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shade is caused by certain iron salts. Dr. Klemm has also 
introduced a method of testing the causes producing that 
yellowish shade—by which the determination of iron is found 
by the use of the Lunge v. Kéler colorimetric system. Other 
impurities—aluminum salts, chlorides, polythion sour-salts, etc. 
—derived from the sizing and bleaching processes are also 
exerting an important influence on the durability and useful- 
hess of paper. 

Paper testing as now performed by the Royal Institute, in 
Gross Lichterfelde, has so far almost exclusively followed 
mechanical and microscopical testing methods. We may, how- 
ever, expect that, owing to the importance of the subject, the 
micro-chemical testing process will receive increased attention 
and enlargement. Many laurels are obtainable in this field. 
I will mention a few of the unexplored labors in this direc- 
tion. In the determination of the presence of ground wood, 
so far, we find that only the colorimetric tests are applied; 
also that the determination of value in certain matters like 
starch is not answerable, and that loading matter lacks the 
quality to combine with fiber. 

Besides the solution of the questions mentioned in my short 
dissertation, the paper industry needs more light in many direc- 
tions. In the mechanical and technical directions the same has 
grown into gigantic proportions, without, however, keeping 
pace in the line of chemical and technical relations. 

Some questions relating to progress in our industry, whereby 
great prospects would be opened, may be mentioned: Re- 
searches in important by-processes, such as: 

First—Finding the cause and prevention of chemical losses 
by oxydation and formation of thion acids in the preparation 
of sulphite lyes. 

Second.—Improvements of many principal processes and 
reduction of their cost, such as: The sulphite boiling process, 
the same now being conducted exclusively on empiricism, in 


which a certain occasional and abnormal development appears’ 


inexplicable, and in regard to which it may be possible to 
manipulate the hydrolytic decomposition of wood in forming 
a primary reaction by other means and at a reduced cost. 
There appears from the starting point a prospect to be able 
to disclose half-cellulose in a colorless form; the same, occu- 
pying a place between ground wood and cellulose, would be- 
come of industrial significance. 

Third.—Utilization of waste products, including the ques- 
tion of off-water and lyes, espeically from sulphite digesters. 

Fourth—The most important problem to solve exists pos- 
sibly in the finding and working of new raw paper material, the 
waste, refuse, scrapings of textile fabrics, wild-growing brush- 
wood and exotic wood plants. 

The growing demand for paper necessitates an increasing 
supply of raw material in keeping pace with the increasing 
culture of the human race. According to Krawany, 

Germany consumed in 1905 9 kg. per head. 

England consumed in 1905 8% kg. per head. 

Austria-Hungary consumed in 1905 4% kg. per head. 

Spain consumed in 1905 3 kg. per head. 

Russia consumed in 1905 1 kg. per head. 

Rumania consumed in 1905 % kg. per head. 

France, about 5%. 

America (United States), 12 kg. or more. 

Turkey consumes mostly cigarette paper. 

In 1885, according to the Centralblatt, for German paper 
manufacture, Germany consumed 5 kg., England 6, Austria- 
Hungary 2, Spain 1, Russia 1, Rumania ™%.

Fast Running Paper Machines. 


A writer in the Papier Zeitung makes 
some interesting observations in an article 
on fast running machines. After laying 
stress on the importance of good beating, 
and pointing out that the possibility of 
running a machine at a high speed is 
principally due to the use of sulphite pulp, 
he states that by suspending the wire 
frame instead of supporting it in the usual 
way, the production can be largely in- 
creased owing to the ease with which the 
frame can be shaken and the resulting 
improvement in the felting. He in- 
stances the case of a mill with a machine 
80 inches wide on which from 4 to § tons 
of paper free from mechanical wood were 
made in 24 hours, but on which Io tons 
of similar paper can be made with ease, 
since a somewhat longer suspended frame 
was substituted for the old supported 
frame. Moreover, with the same stuff the 
paper has a better appearance, and is 
closer and tougher.

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NEWS FROM THE MILLS. 


S. D. Warren & Co., of Cumberland Mills, Me., has installed 
a new steam shovel at the paper mills to be used in shoveling 
coal. 


The assessors of Windham, Me., have come to ain agreement 
with the Androscoggin Pulp Company on a basis of assess- 
ment for the next ten years which, it is reported, assures be- 
yond any doubt the building of the new mill at South Windham. 


At a meeting of the board of directors of the Hercules Paper 
Bag Company, Reading, Pa., a resolution was adopted deciding 
to ask for the dissolution of the concern. August 13 was the 
date fixed for the return of the petition asking for dissolution. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, is building a sep- 
arate fireproof building at its mill for housing its underwriters’ 
fire pump. The building is located right in the water-power 
canal alongside the mill, with which the pump well will com- 
municate. 

A part of the Old Berkshire Mills, at Dalton, was shut down 
last Saturday night, to allow repairs to be made during the week 
of the Fourth. It is expected that the repairs will be completed 
during the current week and that the mill will resume operations 
next week. 


The annual shut down of the mills in Holyoke will take place 
August 1 to 6, when the water will be out of the canals. All of 
the mills are planning for the usual repairs to their hydraulic 
works and it is likely that in some of the milis considerable 
repairing will be done. 

The troubles of W. M. Gilbert, of Neenah, on account of his 
steam yacht continue. Some one shot twice at his engineer 
one night last week, the first bullet grazing the intended vic- 
tim’s head. Mr. Gilbert is taking vigorous measures to ferret 
out and punish the miscreant. 

The Mountain Mill Paper Company of Lee, Mass., is making 
extensive improvements, installing fire pumps and automatic 
sprinkler system. Additions to the mill are also being built 
in which new office quarters will be provided, and which will 
admit of enlarging the finishing room. A new boiler house is 
also erected. 


The new book mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company at 
Kimberly, Wis., is making forty tons of book paper every day. 
This plant is now in fine running order, as is evidenced by the 
quantity of product it is turning out on its two machines, as 
stated above, and is turning out a very handsome sheet of 
book paper. 

The Rice, Barton & Fales Machine and Iron Com- 
pany, of Worcester, Mass., has agreed to deliver the new paper 
machine to the Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, a month 
earlier than the contract calls for, which will be about the first 
of August. The Gilbert people are getting everything in 
readiness for receiving the machine at that time. 

William D. Smith, the Bangor contractor who is building fifteen

pany, has 350 men at work, and expects to have the road com- 
pleted by September. It will cost $250,000, and will haul to the 
company’s three mills at Bar Mills, Steep Falls, Me., and Ports- 
mouth, N. H. 

The village of Oconto Falls, Wis., where the mill of the 
Falls Manufacturing Company is located, has voted to build a 
public water works for fire protection, etc., and incorporate 
with it a public electric lighting plant. The paper mill people 
offered to pump the water, as an inducement for building the 
plant, but the village decided that it would own and operate 
the whole thing itself.

day, June 30. The wholesale paper and paper stock business 
will be continued under the name of Metzger & Co., at the old 
stand, 238 and 240 First avenue, Pittsburg, under the manage- 
ment of Edward Metzger, who was senior partner and manager 
of the old firm.

Girl Wins Damage Suit. 


Marinette, Wis., July 2, 1906.—The second trial of the 
damage suit of Jessie Vanderbogart against the Marinette and 
Menominee Paper Company has been concluded. The jury 
brought in a special verdict containing seven questions, every 
one of which was answered in favor of the plaintiff. 

They assessed the damages at $14,000, which is $2,000 more 
than the verdict on the first trial. The Supreme Court ordered 
a new trial because of errors in the judge’s charge.

Cash Bonuses to New Industries in Ohio in Question. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, O., July 3, 1906—A decision of considerable im- 
portance has been rendered in the suit of Guy Bevis, a tax- 
payer to enjoin the payment of a certain sum to Shartle 
Brothers, manufacturers of paper mill machinery at Middle- 
town, for the erection of an addition to its plant as proposed. 
Some time ago Middletown decided to offer $100,000 to new in- 
dustries in cash bonuses and this amount was provided by bond 
issue. One of the deserving firms to be remunerated was that 
of Shartle Brothers, which had outgrown its quarters and by the 
inducements offered, proceeded to erect one of the largest ma- 
chine shops in the city. 

Objections were made by certain taxpayers and Mr. Bevis 
entered suit to enjoin the payment of the sum mentioned. He 
contended that the action of the city of Middletown in offering 
$100,000 from the “Park” bonds for the purpose above men- 
tioned was illegal, and Judge Fisher has granted a perpetual in- 
junction to prevent such disposition of the money. 

Nearly $96,000 has already been distributed, and it may be seen 
what a “mess” has been created. One of the industries which 
has largely benefitted Middletown was the American Rolling 
Company, now the greatest industry of the town, and 
this company was given a liberal sum. It is not known whether 
all other firms will be requested to refund, but the case will be 
carried to the Circuit Court immediately. Similar municipal 


movements throughout Ohio will doubtless be checked by the 
decision. The court held that the city of Middletown could give 
lands, but not cash bonuses under the circumstances.

GRAND FALLS COMPANIES ALMALGAMATE. 


Reported Rival Grand Falls Water Power Development Organ- 
izations Will Soon Be One—Meeting of One Company— 
Work at Grand Falls in Two Months Expected. 


St. Joun, N. B., June 29, 1906.—It is reported that the big 
rival company formed for the development of the water power 
of Grand Falls and the establishment of large industries there, 
have arranged to amalgamate their interests, and that this 
project was advanced towards completion at a meeting held in 
St. John yesterday afternoon. 

Of the two companies one was incorporated by act of the 
provincial legislature and among those principally interested 
are Barton F. Kingman, H. McLoughlin of New York, and 
F. C. Sales and C. H. Newell, of Providence (R. I.). The 
capital stock is $5,000,000 with power to increase to $10,000,000, 
and it is this company which, as before reported, intends to 
establish pulp and paper mills at Grand Falls and also a plant 
for the reduction of ferro manganese from the bog ores which 
are so plentiful in the province; also to produce enormous elec- 
trical power, which it is planned to sell all the way down the 
St. John river to this city; also, perhaps, to operate by elec- 
tricity the International Railway now being built between 
Campbellton and St. Leonards. This company was incor- 
porated under the name of the Grand Falls Power Company, 
Ltd. There was also incorporated, under the Dominion legisla- 
ture, a company of the same name, among those interested in 
it being Sir Wm. Van Horne, head of the C. P. R., and Senator 
Redfield Proctor, of Vermont. 

It will be remembered that there was a dispute between the 
companies as to the right to the name which they both had 
taken and it was decided at Ottawa in favor of the first-named 
company—that incorporated by provincial legislature. Some 
time after this decision was given, it is understood negotiations 
looking towards the sinking of differences and a union of in- 
terests were begun and that a meeting held yesterday afternoon 
had as its object the conformation of this amalgamation, and 
that hereafter all the interests will be working in harmony and 
that early and vigorous prosecution of the work at Grand Falls 
will be under way. 

At the recent meeting of the Grand Falls Power Company, 
Ltd., Mr. Kingman was elected president; Mr. Sales, vice-presi- 
dent; Mr. Newell, secretary-treasurer, and Mr. McLoughlin, 
general manager. 


New CONSTRUCTION. 


Dayton, O.—A new paper mill to use shavings of M. B. Far- 
rin’s saw mill will be built at Winton Place, O. Mr. Farrin, it 
is said, will invest at least $250,000 in the enterprise. 

SprINGFIELD, Mass., June 30.—Lynch Bros. of Holyoke have 
received the contract for the new additions to the Centennial 
paper mill of the Smith Paper Company, Lee, Mass. The plans 
call for an engine-room 39 by 40 feet, a stockhouse 24 by 100 
feet, and rag and bleach-room 50 by 49 feet, all two stories 
high. It will take 600,000 brick to erect the buildings. 


Moneta, Cal.—A new mill, to be known as the Moneta Straw 
Board and Paper Mill, is to be erected here in a short time. 
It will manufacture, besides various grades in paper from 
straw, all kinds of paper boards for boxes and crates.
